“EQUAL DIVISION HALLUCINATION 

The Sovietists and ‘other visionaries advocat- 
ing an equal division of property all over the world

equitable basis, but the bludgeon of invective ald 
the rapier of ridicule are not the weapons wh.ch 
should be used—education and study is better. It 
proves nothing to denounce the single-taxers as 
lunatics’ and crazy commusists. Abuse is never 
argument or-good policy. ae 

It ts @ fact that there is considerable local land 
monopoly, but it is not a -fact that land monopoly 
is general, and even if it were it is.extremely doubt- 
ful if the single tax would bring about any bene- 
ficial result. Before the war we all clamored for 
a graduated income tax, in order that the rich 
should be made to pay the bulk of the taxation 
and support of government, and thus relieve the 
poor in proportionate extent. How did it work 
out? The rich simply added the tax to the prce 
of their goods and the poor had to pay it after all, 
only in an indirect manner. Tax the landlord and 
land owner until we are black in the face and the 
chances are he Will soon find a way to “pass the 
buck,” as all others have done with their excess 
taxation. 

After all is said and done the great undeniable 
fact is going to stick up into the ambient atmo- 
sphere of economics like a sore toe on a frosty 
Morning, and that is that the consumer is going 
to pay the freight, and also the tax, whether 
single, double or excess profit. ; 

Single tax is socialistic in its tendency, and 
the more socialistic, communistic or’ Bolshevistic 
anything becomes the less practical it is. We are 
getting unanswérable proof of that fact from all 
over the world every day. 


Of course, in refusing to believe that the 
single tax theory is the panacea for all economic 
ills we do not desire to in any way ‘hold a brief 
for the landlord who charges excess rent. If there 
is any plan which will drive that shriveled-souled 
profiteer forked-end upward down deep into the 
gumbo of public wrath, we are in favor of it. A 
rent hog is just as bad a porcine as any other 
swill-grabbing devil's imp with jowels.
